Champ and Friends 



A well-known residential land- 
mark went the way of progress here 
last week as construction men razed 
the 60-year-old Bupre residence at 
766 North Main. 

The residence, occupied until re- 
cently by Dr. Earl J. Hays, was 
demolished to clear the site for the 
$260,000 Coral Apartments. 

Contractor Robert Bemis came up 
with a unique method of demolish- 
ing the fortress-like structure. 
Cables were looped through corner 
windows and attached to a Cater- 
pillar 966. The cat turned on the 
power and ripped out supporting 
corners. After this operation, It 
was just a matter of leveling the 
remaining debris, transporting it to 
fill an excavation which will sup- 
port apartment garages, and bring- 
ing the site of the house to grade 
.with surrounding land. The opera- 
tion took less than a day to accom- 
plish. 

The Dupre residence was con- 
structed at the turn of the century 
by the late John Dupre, father of 
John Dupre, owner-developer of 
the Coral Apartments. The elder 
Dupre incorporated several innova- 
tions in the old structure. He hand- 
made the concrete block used in 
construction. The 4x8-inch units 
were laid . up In cavity wall— an 
' outer wall 4 inches thick, air space 
ranging up to 2 inches, and an 
Inner wall. 

This method is considered , ex- 
tremely efficient as the air apace 
serves as an insuhtfor and prevents 
any moisture from penetrating the 
inner wall to the interior. 

The first floor and portions 
the second were of concrete. 

The Coral Apartrments, now ris- 
ing on the site, are expected toy bo 
ready for occupancy next mdnth. 
The 12-unit complex occupies a 
structure 320 feet by 40 feet, With 
the narrow dimension facing Main 
Street. It will be one story, bai 
mentless, consisting of two wings of 
six apartments flanking a center 
core for service facilities. 

Basic structure will be masonry, 
combining brick and block for rear 
and end walls. The front elevation,

When .Buchanan was serving h'.i 
last months as president, a number 
of t hi ngs happened, '! Governor 
Pickens sent agents to Washington" 
to claim posaesaion of U. S. property 
In his State and the forta in the 
Charleston Harbor on Dec. 20, 1880, 
South- Carolina seceded from the 
17 n i on. -Anderson ! • secretly ^con- 
veyed his two weak battalions from 
Ft. Moultrie to It Sumter on Dec. 
26. While Pickens seized the ar- 
senal and other forts and started to 
throw up batteries against Sumter, 
his agents in 'Washington demanded 
that the Federal troops be called 
back from, Charleston. Buchanan 
refused this. demand. In his. mes- 
sage to Congress, he had already re- 
fused the. right 'to secession; how- 
ever, he limited this refusal by ex- 
pressing the belief that no right was 
given to him by the Constitution 
to . try coercion. Six other states, 
followed 'South Carolina's pattern 
between Jan. 9 and Feb. 1. Their 
governors, without trying negotia- 
tion, attacked all Ithe arsenals and 
forts in their j individual States, 
other than Ft; Pickens in Pensacola 
Harbor. At .Montgomery, Ala., dele- 
gates from the seceding. States con- 
fronted and formed the Confederate 
States of America with Jefferson 
Davis as .President. On Feb. 18 he 
was inaugurated. 

The currency of the South was a 
good sign of the disadvantages 
which it fought. Its unprepared 
government never was able to bring 
under one control the, issue of 
money. States and even troop ser- 
vices made bills besides the central] 
government. Because* of the severe 
paper shortage, the only kind of 
paper they could use was low-grade 
paper and sometimes the bills were 
only printed on one side to cut costs. 
North. Carolina issued a 5c note 
because coin was so 'rare. The con- 
fusion In the issue of money was a' 
gift to counterfeiters, also, some 
Northerners whose handiwork was 
secretly urged on by the Union gov- 
ernment. The ' circulation of coun- 
terfeit money further undermined 
the financial status of the South.. 

The North had more than enough 
paper stocks and things to make 
printing easy, and it could spare to 
use them on such relative extrava- 
gances as illustrated popular song 
sheets and schoolbooks with war- 
like themes. The song sheets had 
an enormous sale.
